PROPAGATION FORECAST: June 8, Low Normal; June 9, 10, 11, High Normal; June 
12, Above/High Normal; June 13, Above Normal; June 14, Above/High Normal; June 15, 
16, 17, High Normal. TNX N4XxX. 


COCOS/KEELING; VK9CCT has been on briefly again the last couple of weeks, around 
12-1300, sometimes on 14195 and other times above 14200. Advance notice of these 
operations is not possible, due to the military nature of the flights to Cocos which 
take hams there. VK5QX or others may show on 20 Meters the day before an operation 
is possible but even then it is not known if the operation will take place until the 
VK9 station appears. A full article on this appeared here last October 31. 


MACAO: KP2A will be operating from CR9 Macao, the last stop according to his schedule 
published in Issue 31, right now. He likes’ 15 Meters when it is open and works CW 26- 
27 KHz up from the band edges, listening up three. 10 Meters would be another band 

to watch; it has been open from the US East Coast long Path to Japan at 12-1400 UTC 
recently. 


SOUTHERN SUDAN: Charles Frost, K5LBU/ST@ (see BANDPASS) expects his assignment in 
S. Sudan to last at least one year. He is running a 25 watt transmitter. Apparently 
does not work CW and operates phone primarily in the Advanced class US bands. 


GUINEA: LASKC/3X (Issue 40, p. 3) had permission to work on the amateur bands to 
talk back home to Norway during his recent visit to Guinea. The climate there is 
not good for outsiders, especially those carrying radios. LA5KC expects to return to 
Guinea in the future but has no idea when. : 


SUDAN AND SOUTHERN SUDAN: 6TIYP is being operated by OH2BCP and is a station spon- 
sored in part by the Northern California DX Foundation (see Issue 34). OH2BCP is 
expected to operate briefly from S. Sudan ST@ after he secures the operation in Khartoum. 
OH2BH may be along for that part of the show, also. 


KINGMAN REEF: QSLs for WA2FIJ/KH5K were shipped from the printer the third week 
of May and should be going into the mail to DXers shortly. K6LPL/KH5 Palmyra QSLs 
started to turn up last week. 


DXCC STATUS for S8, H5 and 7J1 may be decided shortly following recommendations 
expected to come from the Advisory Committee shortly. 


TNSAU reportedly will return home to E. Germany in August but expects to be back 
in the Congo in the autumn. His operating time is extremely limited. 
(more news P. 5) 
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DESECHEO The letter regarding Desecheo printed in Issue 39 brought responses from 
two members of the ARRL DX Advisory Committee, including the committee chairman. 

To put things in perspective, Desecheo's country status was announced in QST August, 
1979, effective March 1, 1979; shortly thereafter an operation was mounted by a half- 
dozen operators lead by KP4AM, Dave Novoa, The QST announcement did state that "This 
action precedes the changes in the DXCC rules concerning separate administrations and 
entities." That is to say, it was known that the portion of the DXCC rules addressed 
by the letter in Issue 39, Countries List Criteria #1, was going to be changed, but 
Desecheo slipped in under the wire. It was the last of many entities which appear on 
the present DXCC list but fat] the present criteria. 


"With regard to the letter from an irate, misinformed DXer concerning the Desecheo 
matter, maybe the following will briefly explain a couple of basic points. 

1) The DXAC (nor) ARRL did not bend any rules in allowing Desecheo for DXCC coun- 
try status. On the contrary, many months of various legal inputs were discussed 
through proper channels and the situation was an allowance based on Rule 3, since there 
is separation of Desecheo from the Virgin Islands by a foreign DXCC country (KP4). 

2) Puerto Rico is a commonwealth freely associated with the United States by vir- 
tur of plebiscite, whereas the Virgin Islands are owned by the USA, having been pur- 
chased outright from Denmark. Desecheo and the Virgin Islands are administered by 
the US Department of the Interior. The majority of legally binding evidence shows that 
Desecheo is not considered a part of nor administered by Puerto Rico and hence the 
separation by a "foreign" country. 

3) A "foreign country" under Rule 3 does not refer stricly to a politically dif- 
ferent entity but has in the past also been used when different "DXCC countries" are 
at issue. No one argues that KL7 and KH6 are different countries, nor that GM, GC, and 
GW are countries outside the British Commonwealth. However, they are different "DXCC 
countries" for our hobby to collect. KV4 and KP4 are not strictly foreign to each other, 
but for DXCC purposes based on past criteria for allowances (i.e., administrative dif- 
ferences) they are separate entities for our DXCC collection. 

4) No program is perfect but I can say’that the ARRL and its advisory committees 
are working hard to insure that future vague situations don't create problems. We can 
not undo inequities which have existed for decades but we can strive to insure that 
they don't continue to occur. The DXAC is a dedicated group of DXers which does not 
"bend rules.” We are advisory, not adjudicators to the DXCC program. Several persons 
are involved in a DXAC advisory decision and we represent the DXer as we feel the 
majority would have us do. We represent NO special interest or pressure group and 
certainly never a single individual who tends to "bend" the facts himself. 

5) (DXAC) has no control over whether or not a person or group can obtain per- 
mission to land or operate from a particular place. To delete a country just because 
certain factions can't get permission to operate is ridiculous! If so, we would be 
deleting VS9K, BY, XZ, etc. “That's the breaks we must contend with in thig DXing game 
we chose to pursue. Let's remember this is supposed to be an enjoyable hobby. To put 
things in perspective, ask any 1000 people on the street if they know what the ARRL or 
DXCC or VS9K is. You'll get a lot of wierd looks."

Dear Jim, 


This is a response to an unsigned letter appearing in the May 23, 
1980 issue of The DX Bulletin. 


The DXAC does not "rule"; it serves at the pleasure of the ARRL 
Board of Directors and makes recommendations to that Board and 
ARRL Hq. staff. In 1978, the DXAC recommended separate country 
status for Desecheo on the basis of a DXAC vote on the question 
of whether or not Desecheo Island met the "distinctively separate 
administration" criterion of Point 1 of the then-existing DXCC 
Countries Criteria. This was entirely consistent with previous 
additions to the ARRL Countries List such as Kingman Reef, 

Sable Island, and St. Paul Island. There was no "pressure from 
the ARRL", there are no "glaring inconsistencies", and the 

ARRL has not "bent the rules". If "the Jones Act of 1917 gives 
Puerto Rico unequivocal control of its offshore territories, 
including Desecheo...", why do those who wish to operate from 
Desecheo request permission of the U. S. Department of Interior's 
Fish and Wildlife Service? Is it because the latter is a 
"distinctively separate administration"? 


Point 3 of the ARRL DXCC Countries List Criteria refers to 
separation by a minimum of 75 miles of foreign land. "Foreign" 
in this context means in the DXCC sense. Puerto Rico and the 
Virgin Islands are indeed foreign to each other in the DXCC sense, 
just as they are separate countries in the DXCC sense. There was 
discussion in the DXAC as to whether or not Desecheo met Point 3, 
but the vote taken was on whether or not it met Point 1's 
"distinctively separate administration." 


In January of 1979, the ARRL Board of Directors adopted 
recommendations of the DXAC, and "distinctively separate 
administration ' was removed from all points of the Criteria, 
but this change was not retroactively applied. So although 
Desecheo and others may not meet the current Criteria, they 
remain on the DXCC Countries List.
